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MEMORANDA. 
SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1925: 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 30th June, 1925, was: males, 1,159,025; females, 
1,114,559; total, 2,273,584. The increase since 30th June, 1924, 
was 45,667, and since the census in April, 1921, 171,616. 


Vital Statisties—September Quarter, 1925.—New South Wales.—The births 
registered in September quarter numbered 14,021, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 24-67 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 5,952, 
which is equivalent to 10-47 per 1,000 of population. The annual 
rate per 1,000 population of the 4,274 marriages registered was 7-52. 
Compared with the average of the September quarter of the pre- 

_ ceding five years the birth-rate was 7 per cent., the marriage-rate 5 
per cent., and the death rate | per cent. lower. 

Sydney and Suburbs.—The births registered in September quarter 
numbered 5,674, equivalent to a rate of 22-43 per 1,000 of population 
per annum; of the total, 2,869 were males and 2,805 females. The 
rate is 9 per cent. below the average of September quarter of the 
previous five years. 

The deaths in September quarter numbered 2,755, namely, 1,456 
males and 1,299 females. The mortality rate of 10-89 per 1,000 of 
population per annum is | per cent. above the quinquennial rate for 
the September quarter. The deaths were slightly above the average 
in all age-groups. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 67-1 per 1,000 
births, and is 9 per cent. above the average for the September quarter 
of the previous five years. 

Trade of New South Wales.—Imports The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the September quarter, 1925, weze valued at 
£14,622,003, and show a decrease in value of £624,896 in comparison 
with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. Separating 
merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of merchandise 
decreased by £705,141, and gold increased by £81,245. The total of all 
over-sea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1925, was £66,321,747, 
an increase of £8,096,707 in comparison with the previous financial year. 

Exports.—-The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during. the 
September quarter, 1925, amounted to £11,301,358, being an increase in 
value of £1,906,418 as compared with the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), 
the exports of merchandise increased by £1,989,093, and gold decreased 
by £82,675. For the year ended 30th June, 1925, the total of all 
oversea exports was £60,577,205, being an increase of £17,430,059 
compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 

Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (Oversea and Interstate) at Sydney in September quarter, 
1925, were valued at £19,293,586. The folowing is a summary of the 
imports and transhipments :—

During the year ended 30th June, 1925, the Oversea Imports at the 
port of Sydney were valued at £64,211,553, and the Interstate 
Imports by sea at Sydney were £21,439,144, and the State seaward 
Imports £12,009,770; the total value of all imports at Sydney, 
excluding transhipments, being £97,660,467. For the same period the 
tonnages of the goods imported were as follows :— Oversea, 1,478,511;

Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary state- 
ments of the Publie Accounts show that the revenue for the 
September quarter, 1925, was £9,071,916, being an increase of £497,018 
as compared with September quarter, 1924. 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 30th Septem- 
ber, 1925, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were: 
Income Tax, £529,857; Railways, £309,961; Tramways, £29,579 ; 
Returns per capita to the State by Commonwealth Government, 
£14,550; Stamp Duties, £14,838. 

‘he expenditure during September quarter, 1925, was £9,838,423, an 
increase of £124,219 as compared with September quarter of previous 
year. 

There were increases of expenditure during the September quarter, 
1925, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year—of Interest, 
£162,132 ; and decreases in Governmental, £23,205, and Business Under- 
takings, £9,930. 

Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Loan Expenditure 
during the vears ended 30th June, 1924 and 1925, and the quarter 
ended 30th September, 1924 and 1925 :—

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for September quarter, 1925, in com- 
parison with the previous quarter, show a decrease in deposits, including 
Commonwealth Savings Bank deposits, cf £2,661,290, but the 
deposits were £340,641 more than in September quarter, 1924, 


Advances in September quarter, 1925, were £3,317,172 1nore than in 
June quarter, 1925, and £12,100,838 less than in September quarter, 
1934,

Gold Production.—The gold yield during September quarter, 1925, was 
6,010 oz. crude, equal to 5,932 oz. fine, valued at £24,397, and showed 
a decrease of £2,659 in value compared with September quarter, 
1924. 

Land Selections.—In the quarter ended 30th September, 1925, there were 
276 applications for 271,180 acres for original holdings under the 
Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned Soldiers’ 
Settlement Act; and 151,536 acres, representing 209 blocks, were 
set apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned 
soldiers. During the year ended 30th June, 1925, the number of 
applications for original holdings was 1,245 and the area applied for 
1,944,661 acres. The lands set apart for original holdings in the 
year were 975,311 acres, representing 1,290 blocks. 


Retaii Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney it appears that during 
September, 1925, the prices of meat were 43 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; other food and groceries were 644 per cent. higher; and 
the prices for the two combined were 584 per cent. higher. 


The general level of prices showed an increase of } per cent. com- 
pared with the previous month (August). Prices of meat were 
slightly higher than in August, and other food and groceries were 
1 per cent. dearer. Potatoes and bacon were dearer, while butter, 
eggs, flour, and cheese were cheaper. 


Compared with the corresponding month (September) of 1924, 
meat was 8 per cent. dearer; other food and groceries were 9} per 
cent. dearer; and the two combined were 9 per cent. dearer. 


The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 

Wholesale Prices. — During the September quarter, 1925, there was 
practically no variation in the general level of wholesale prices, 
which is now 31 per cent. lower than the highest point reached in 
July, 1920. 

During the quarter there was an increase of 4 per cent. in the 
index number of agricultural produce, and 9 per cent. in chemicals, 
while dairy produce decreased by 4 per cent. and meat by 5 per cent. 


Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 55 
commodities remained unchanged during the September quarter, 
30 increased, and 15 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the 
Metropolis during the nine months ended 30th September, 1925, 
numbered 8,195, as compared with 7,957 during the nine months 
ended 30th September, 1924. The suburbs in which the greatest 
activity was evident were Canterbury (with 1,047 new buildings), 
Randwick (with 882), Waverley (with 596), and Willoughby (with 
588). “4 

Country Municipalities.—During the nine months ended 30th 
September, 1925, permission was granted in country Municipalities 
to erect 5,470 new buildings, of the value of £3,190,413, as compared 
with 4,602 of a value of £2,945,772 during the nine months ended 
30th September, 1924. 

Meteorology.—During the first half of July most inland parts of New 
South Wales received fair rains. Only in few places were there heavy 
falls, but the totals were above normal over a considerable area. In 
coastal areas and parts of the tablelands a dry month was experienced. 
Very heavy rain and snowoccurred in the extreme southern tablelands, 
and the Snowy River became flooded. Winds were mostly westerly 
and occasionally came to gale force, causing rough seas. There were 
four extensive rainstorms on the 9th-11th, 17th-18th, 20th-24th, and 
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29th-31st August. The total rain for this month was above the normal 
on the Central and North Coast, the Northern and parts of the South- 
ern tablelands, on parts of the north and north-west interior, and at 
scattered places on the south-west slopes. Elsewhere it was below 
normal, but the shortages were not great at the majority of places. 
More or less severe frosts, with occasional falls of snow, were exper- 
ienced in the Southern and Central Tablelands in July and August; 
and there was a pronounced shortage of rain during September, and 
the pastoral and agricultural industries were seriously affected, 
particularly on the north-west slopes and plains and parts of the 
central areas. The southern inland district received some fair rain, 
whilst elsewhere the monthly totals were light, and at some stations 
in the north-west no rain fell. 


Fair rains were recorded in eastern areas at the beginning of the 
month; the only noteworthy rains occurred on the 28th and 29th, 
when there were light to moderate fallsin most districts, except the 
north-west and coastal areas. 

On the Southern tablelands heavy snow fell, between 15th and 18th 
September, and lighter falls occurred there on other occasions, also on 
the Blue Mountains and Northern tablelands. 


Labour Conditions in September Quarter, 1925.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :-— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of September there were about 6,000 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 2,000 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included workers 
in the boot and clothing trades, and in the engineering and iron trades, 
saddlers, wool and basil workers, painters, clerks, and waterside 
workers. Employment was good for bricklayers, plasterers, and 
wire-netting workers, and there was a scarcity of women for domestic 
work. 


During the .September quarter, 12,840 men and 1,218 women 
applied at the State Labour Exchanges for employment; 9,435 men 
and 2,014 women were sought by employers through the agency of 
the Exchanges, and 8,856 men and 1,406 women were placed in 
positions. In the previous quarter 10,453 persons applied for 
employment, 8,679 positions were made available, and 7,469 persons 
were placed in positions. 


Dislocations.—During the September quarter 49,583 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total 
loss amounted to 263,213 working days. In the previous quarter 
44,285 employees were involved, with the loss of 138,986 days. 


Changes in Wages.—There were many ineteases in wages during the 


September quarter, 1925, on account of the increase in the basic

The following estimate has been based upon reports received from wheat growers throughout the 
State. The total area sown was 3,686,700 acres, of which 3,327,300 acres are to be harvested for prain 


and 259,400 acres cut for hay. 

As compared with the area cown in 1924, there was @ decrease of 261 980 acres, or 66 per 
cent. 
‘The area to be reserved for grain is 216,560 acres less than was harvested in the preeeiinag year, 
but is with the exception of 1923-4 the largest area for grain since 1917-18, when 3,322:371 acres were 
harvested. 

Although the rainfall duriog January and the early part of February favoured the 2grieultaral 
industry, the very dry condition which followed and which was accompanied by het rorth and north- 
west winds during the latter half of February, and throughout March and April, over practically the 
whole of the State, seriously hampered ploughing operations. The dry conditions then gave way im 
Mey to a succession of widespread rainstorms which caused foods in many districts. The rain 
continued at intervals during June, the falls beg generally above the average througtioat the State 
with the exception of the North West Plains and parts of the Central and Northern Tableland. The 
excessive rains restricted the opportunities for successful cultivation this season, as mach Gf the land 


was tco wet for ploughing. 

All the divisions in the State, with the exception of the North Central Plain, showed decreased 
areas under wheat. According to reports this was due to the unfavourable season ane) © some extent 
to the substitution of sheep for wheat owing to the high prices obtained for woel. 

In 1924 wheat was grown on 17,624 holdings; in the current season 17,234 growers have 
furnished returns, a decrease of 380, or of 2:2 per cent.
